None of the citations describes a method having all the 
features of the newly submitted claims 1 and 5. 

The method and system as per claims 1 and 5 is therefore 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)) . 

However, the device as per claim 5 is not inventive (PCT 
Article 33(3)) because it relates to a combination of 
systems and modules which are known per ae in order to 
solve the well known problem of the transmission of 
messages to users within a logistic system, A person 
skilled in the art would assemble and programme the same 
system from various software modules, data bases. 
Form PCT/IPEA/409 (BoxV) (January 1994) ""^ ~ — 
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gateways, queues, registration and administration units in 
order to solve the problem in question without being 
inventive. The mere combination and programming of well 
known systems and modules in order to solve a well known 
problem do not involve an inventive step. 

The same argument applies to the method steps defined in 
independent claim 1, mutatis mutandis. 

Dependent claims 2-4 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they 
refer, meet the PCT inventive step requirements, because 
these features constitute conventional measures (PCT 
Article 33 (3) ) . 
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
